were it not for the fact that the 
creameries do not desire to let 
the holders of dairy butter get 
a “‘scoop”’ on the stocks in their 
hands. It is quite apparent 
that it hardly pays the produe 
ers of dairy butter to continue 
producing at the present figures 
offered. 

It requires no great stretch of 
imagination to believe that the 
creameries might be making an 
attempt to make it just as pra- 
fitable for the farmers and dairy 
men to sell their cream instead 
of making it into butter. The 
result would be that the cream- 
eries would control the produc: 
tion of butter. In the cities 
there is an ever-increasing de- 
mand for the choicest creamery 
butter for table use, especially 
amony the wealthier classes, 
but the dairy butter still rer 
mains more popular for cook- 
iny and other purposes. We do 
not mean to infer that the crea- 
meries are not found in possea* 
sion of stuff that is more fit for 
general use than for table pur- 
poses. The usual price for the 
best creamery butter is above 
the price of yood dairy butter, 
and the question is, what would 


be the result if the creameries 
secured a monopoly on buttery 
making?
